While the Sultan shuts himself np 


in Yildir Kiosk, surrounded by 
place-hunting Pashas, who take 
care that nothing unpleasant shall 
reach the royal ears, the country is 
progressing from bad to worse. 
Misery, destitution and famine have 
it all their own way in the Prov- 
inces. From Europe and Asia 
oomes the cry of distress, letters from 
Erzeronm give a fearful picture of 
the condition of several surrounding 
districts. At Bayazid people have 
gone mad from hunger, and many 
have been poisoned by eating roota 
and mosses; grain is forbidden- to 
cross the border from Persia and 
Russia, and the local Governor is 
grinding three years' taxes from the 
starving peasantry, his excuse being 
that the money is required for Con- 
stantinople. The Vali, or Gover- 
nor-General, looks on with folded 
hands, and estimates that there is 
enough grain in the Province to feed 
all the inhabitants; possibly the quan- 
tity exists, but it is locked up in 
tbe granaries of the tithe-collectors 
or speculators, and might as well be 
in the hearts of Africa as far as the 
people are concerned. But the Gov- 
ernor has ordered a list to be made 
out of the poorest; judging from ex- 
perience in such matters, the officers 
employed will take a month to draw 
up this list, and in that time the 
destitute will be dead, and the Com- 
missioners—for the Turks can do 
nothing without a commission—sent 
to verify the list will repout they 
have not been able to find the PLO- 
ple said to be in distress. Tbe Turk, 
give alms freely to professional beg- 
gais, to sturdy cripples, and stout 
impostors, but to organize systematic 
relief they are incapable.

is kismet, and is wrong to fly in the 
face of Providence. 
The 
doctrine 


is consolatory for those who can be- 
lieve in it, but it smacks a little of 
selfishness. On foreign aid alono 
ruufltthe wretched rely, and turn 
their imploring eyes to the allevia- 
tors of their distress in 187o—the 
British and Americans.

NEW YOEK, Feb 20 —The ease of 


the United States against Samuel J 
Tilden reappeared, to day, in the United 
States circuit court, by the assistant 
district attorney moving for an attach- 
ment to coirpel the defendant to answer 
the bill of discovery under the order of 
November 1,1879, which overruled the 
demurrer and directed him to answer 
within sixty days. The time to answer 
expired January 6, and down to the 
present time it has not been answered 
Instead, however,on November 10,1879, 
defendant appealed to the supreme 
court from the orders overruling his 
demurrer 
Motion, to day, was made 


to determine the status of the case in 
the circuit court, the doubtful question 
being whether the appeal, per se, oper- 
ated as a stay of proceedings in this 
court 
Judge Blatchford said he had 


ransacked the English and American 
books and had not been able to find 
any authority directly to the point 
He thought the case before would be 
simplified by the action of the supreme 
court on the motion to dismiss the 
appeal, and accordingly ordered that 
the motion for attachment stand over 
until the motion to dismiss the appeal 
in the supreme court had been decided. 
The court also suggested an effort be 
made to obtain the supreme court's 
opinion as to whether the appeal oper- 
ates, per se, to stay proceedings in the 
circuit court.

I have been told 
the same by the Marshfleld pastor who 
preached Webster's funeral sermon and 
by Judge Nesmith, of Franklin, New 
Hampshire. With all these men I have 
conversed fully on the subject. You 
will find Harvey's 'Reminiscences ot 
Webster' supporting the same state- 
ments. Webster attended Brattle street 
Unitarian church occasionally, but the 
preacher he most admired in Boston, in 
hie last days, was the Hev. Dr. E. N. 
Kirk, who was most emphatically evan-
